Lacey Submits 
His Report.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—[By the As- 
sociated Press,] After careful prepar- 
ation, and after its submission to his 
superiors, the statement of Comptrol- 
ler of the Currency Lacey, relative to 
the downfall of the Keystone Bank at 
Philadelphia, has been made public by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, to whom 
itis addressed. It is a voluminous 
document containing 9000 words, and 
embodies correspondence and papers 
bearing on the Quaker City’s scandal. 
The statement, which is in the form of 
a communication to Secretary Foster, 


‘bears the date of June 10, and runs 


substantially as follows: 

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith 
a statement of the facts leading up tothe 
final closing of the Kevstone National Bank 
and the appointment of a receiver therefor. 
The first information received by me in 
reference to What has been known as the 
Lucas defaication was contaived in a com- 
munication addressed to me by Bank 
Ex miner Drew from Philadelphia, 
dated January 24, 1891, and recatved 
by me January 26.

Lucas, 
amounting to Mr. Drew then ex- 
plained how, by adroit manipulation of the 
accounts of the bank, Lucas, with the as- 
sistance of Marsh, the former cashier of the 
tank, abstracted large sums of money from 
the bank to use in speculations in real 
estate at Spring Lake and Sea Girt, N. J., 
and the construction of a large building in 
Philadel hia now occupied in part by the 
bank. To protect the bank as far 
possible Drew took measures, with the 
assistance of United States District At- 
torney Read, to secure for the baik 
without pubileity whatever property be- 
Jonged to the estate of Lucas and succeeded 
in obtaining property issued by the bank as 

a banking house for $225,000 and the prop- 
erty at Spriug Lake and Sea Girt. Marsh. 
Drew reported, was ignorantly led in these 
‘transactions, and promised Lucas, when 
the latter was on his death bed, to continue 
the deception under représentations that the 
money abstracted Feu soon be returned to 

dank from ot 1 enter- 
prises, He also reported that there was 
no evidence that Marsh had profited by these 
irregularities. Drew — by stating that 
beyond the directors of the bank seven 
members of the clearing-house committee, 
counsel on either side and himself, no one 
had any knowledge or suspicion as far as 
he could say, that the board was in any 
trouble, and he earnestly hoped no — 
would be given to the r uatil the ban 
should be rehabilitated or efforts to that end 
were found futile. 

Accompanying this letter was a prelimi- 
nary statement of the bank’s condition, 
which, after recunsidering all 
losses, left the capital stuck of 000 in- 
tact, and a net surplus of 853.819. Upon 
receipt of this report the Comptroller was 
confronted with a grave responsibility, 

Lacey’s statement then reverts to 
the financial stringency at many points 
and refers to the calamitous result 
that might have followed immediately 
upon the disclosure of the situation or 
ousting of President Marsh. The Key- 
stone National Bank had passed 
through a severe crisis in December, 
and had been able to weather the 
storm with $600,000 less assets than it 
had when this report reached the 
Comptroller. It is evident that the 
Comptroller could not at this time law- 
fully bave closed the bank, nor could 
be have even levied an assessment to 
make good the impaired capital, as 
none existed according to this report. 

On January 27 Mr. Drew came to 
Wasbington, and in an inter- 
view with the Comptroller stated that, 
in his judgment, and in the opinion of 
the clearing-house committee, the 
property conveyed tothe bank by the 

ucas estate was equal in value to the 
indebtedness which had been con- 
cealed, and that, in any event, the 
creditors of the bank were entirely 
sate. It was, however, deemed neces- 
sary that additional funds should be

was cashier under Lucas, has not been in- 
volved in the depredation, further than to 


‘T have been an obedient instrument of a 


speculating and designing chief, but within 
a day or two I have been f forced to enter- 
tain suspicions of him. 1 hope * suspi- 
cions ate groundless, but I shall endeavor 
to satisfy myself as soou as I can. 

Drew has laid before the directors 
the Comptroller’s conclusions about 
an assessment, and while some were 
willing to pay ‘others feared that the 
order would create another attack on 
the bank. 

On February 20 Comptroller Lacey 
wrote to Drew acknowledging the 
receipt of the draft of Drew’s full 
report and directing him to give an 
estimate of the exact value of the re- 
sources and estimate the discount 
upon each class of investments. ‘My 
object in this is, if possible.“ wrote La- 
cey, to arrive at precisely the amount 
of deficiency necessary to make up by 
assessment upon the capital stock. I 
should be glad to see any committee of 
the board which may visit Washington, 
but can conceive no better way to put 
the institution in first-class shape than 
that suggested by me. One thing is 
certain, that some action is impera- 
tively necessary, and the sooner it is 
taken the better will be the result.“ 

The next communication referring 
to this matter seems to have been the 
final band formal report, as developed 
by the examination which had been in 
progress continuaily since the com- 
munication of January 24. This was 
dated February 28, and reached the 
Comptroller March 2. “Having duly 
considered all the items stated in this 
report,“ says Lacey, it became appar- 
ent that an impairment of capital ex- 
isted to the extent of at least $250,- 
000, whereupon under date of March 7 
I levied an assessment of $250,000 upon

A large amount could be 
collectea from over-drsfts and over-due 
papers, and in short, if the directors ef the 
bank would, as I have repeatedly suggested, 
take the work into their own Hands in- 
stead of placing iton the president, who is 
absorbedin other matters necessarily con- 
nected with the conduct of the bank, under 
the present embarrassing circumstances, 
$100,000 at least could be collected from 
these sources within a short time. 


This letter by Drew concludes thus: 

I am greatly disappointed in finding so 
little active support given by the directors 
in efforts to rehabilitate to the bank. 

The above reached Lacey on the 
16h, and three days later he closed the 
bank.

Ah Tia gave the In- 
dians a big feast a few days after 
Poker Tom disappeared, and served 
some choice delicacies, which the In- 
dians greatly relished. The Indians 
now believe that Tia made a fricassee 
of Tom's head and heart and served i§ 
at the feast. 

Last Monday night the Chinaman 
gave himself up to the police, as he 
feared an attack from the Indians, 
The Indians kept guard around the 
jail all night, fearing that Tia would 
getaway. The next morning Tia waa 
arraigned on charge of murder. He 
admitted the killing, but said it was 
done in self-defense. He killed Tom 
with a club, and then cut the body up 
to escape detection. 

The justice of the peace acquitted 
Tia, and as he was leaving the court 
room the Indians bound him witha 
rope, led him a half a mile from town ~ 
and then a brother of Tom cut off one 
arm. The Chinaman cried piteously, 
but the Indians cut off the other arm, 
Then they cut off both legs and hig 
head. They cut his breast open with - 
a cleaver and scattered his entrails 
through the sage-brush. Two hun- 
dred armed Indians wefe present and 
the butchery was witnessed by two 
white men. As the sheriff did not pro- 
test no one interfered with the In- 
dians. 

Lawyers and the justice are blamed 
for acquitting Tia, as it was known 
that if they turned him loose the In- 
dians would kill him.

quite a number of city officials showed up 
to discuss the outlook, so far as they were 
concerned. 

Although the Councilmen have been very 
reticent about the “retrenchment ordi- 
nance,” most of its provisions are known, 
and the cut is much more sweeping than it 
was supposed.

office. As the police surgeon sometimes 
has a dozen calls a day, and at times has 
put in twenty-four hours on a stretch at the 
station, it is ditlicult to see just how the 
nealtu officer can perform the duties. Dr. 
Morrison has perf. rmed the duties of the 
place faithfully, either nimseif or his part- 
ner, Dr. Wing, answering every call, and 
has performed a number of successful 
operations, any one of which more than 
paid his expenses for a month, and to cut 
nim off will cause great inconvenience; in 
fact, it is not known how he can be dis- 
pensed with. 
Then it is said that there will be a heavy 
cut in the Street Superintendent’s office. 
It is sald that Mesers. Hutton and Brown 
and two inspectors will be let out, and the 


forces will be reduced to the lowest pussible 4 


notch. 

Numerous deputies and clerks will be let 
out, and there is nardly a man about the 
City Hall but who will feel easier after the 
matter is settled, The Council chamber 
will probably be crowded this morning to 
hear the debate.

come is that of intim dation outside the 
courtroom, before a case comes on for trial. 
in the case above referred to one of the 
Uninamen, Lee fuck, fraukly admitted to 
an officer that he dare hot tell all he knew > 
of tue shooting, as the Cuiuamen would 
kiil nim if ne were to du so, but when asked 
if such was the case, when in the cvuurt 
room. the witness flatly denied ever having 
said anything of tue sort.

THE CHASE AFTER THE DALTONS. 


Close on Their Trail Several Times, 
but They Managed to Make 
Their Escape—A Des- 
perate Gang, 


Readers of Toe Times will remember 
the circumstances of the Alila train robbery 
at the hands of the notorious Dalton broth- 
ers, on February 6 of this year.. The Dal- 
tons—consisting of Robert, Emmett, Grat 
and Billie—are first cousins to the champion 
train robbers, the Younger brothers. ‘They 
also have near relatives at San José, in this 
State, who are large land owners. 

The Southern Pacifico and Wells-Fargo’s 
detectives went to work on the case at 
once, and aftera long chase succeeded in 
capturing Grat and Billie Dalton, and landed 
them in the Visalia jail, where they haye 
been ever since, and their trial will begin 
this morning in that city. The efficers 
claim to have a good case against them, and 
are confident of convicting both the men, 


Bob and Emmet succeeded in making 
their aK and got out of the State. De- 
tect ve itl Smith, one of the brightest 
and most daring detectives of the Southern 
Pacific Company, started in pursuit, and 


followed the two train robbers to Indian 


were in hiding about the place, and as 


“erritory. 

On the morning of April 23 last, in com- 
pany with Deputy Marshals, Hee Thomas 
and Brown the warm trail of Bob and Em- 
mett in the Creek Nation was struck, and 
one of the most exciting and dangerous 
chases ever had in the Territory was begun. 
The officers struck the trail at the shanty of 
an Indian where the robbers sold a lot of 
whisky and were joined bya notorious 
horse-thief named Jack Bryant, who is 
badly wanted both in the Territory and 
‘Texas on charges of 

The officers promised Tiger Jack, the old 
Indian who befriended the robbers, all the 
whisky they Had. in case of capture, and he 
offered in consideration to trail for them. 

On the 24th the officers arrested a man 
who tried on three occasions to pass them 
on the trail, which led toward a ranch occu- 
pied by a Georgian negress n med Aunt 
Jane, and known to bea great friend of the 
Dalton boys. On several occasions this old 
hag has stood in with the boys when they 
were in danger of being captured, and last 
year she secreted them in her heuse when 
the officers searched it. A reward of $1000 
was offered for them for horse-stealing at 
that time, but the old woman could not be 


induced to “squeal” for love or money. 


Smith and the marshais knew that — 
n 

was coming on they reasoned that the buys 
might show themselyes, so they sent Tiger 
Jack to Aunt Jane's house to spy around. 
In a short time he returned and told them 


that there was no one about the place but a 


deputy m«r<hal named Whipple, who mu- 
ried ne of the Dalton boys’ sisters, 

This confirmed their suspicions and they 
were now confident that the boys were in 
the vicinity, and that Whipple was there for 

purpose of meeting, the gang and warn- 
ing them against the officers. 

As soou as it was dark the officers rode to 
within about one mile of the house and hid 
their horses in the brush. They then walked 
as near the house as possible and watched 
bo place all nicht, but the boys did not 

ow up. 

In the morning they picked up the trail 
and found where two horsemen had struck 
the boys’ camp, near Aunt Jane’s, but they 
teturned the same way they c me and did 
not go on with the Daltons. It is supposed 
that one of the horsemen was Whipple and 
the other the horse-thiet who was arrested 
the day before and released near Aunt 
Jane's. These two evidently rode to the 
camp and notified the boys that the officers 
were at hand and then returned to Jane's. 


— 


badly frightened thst he refused to go an 
further and returned to his home. This le 
the efficers without a trailer, and they had 
to do the best they could. 

They took up the trail and pushed on as 
fast as possible. After going ten or fifteen 
miles they came up to Emmett’s horse, 
which had given out ander the rapid riding, 
and Emmett was compelled to ride double 
with his brother. Even then they proved 
too much for the officers, for they know 
every inch of the country, dnd when night 
came on they made g their escape. 

The officers slept but little that night, as 
they expected to be attacked by the robbers 
every moment, but the pight pasged quietly, 
and bright and early the next morning they 
picked up the trail and started out. 

After riding a few mil they entered 
the territory of the Sac and Fox nation, and 
went to the house ofa Uchee Indian, who 
ia known to be friendly to the Daitons, He 
was drunk on the flobr, but after consider- 
able trouble the sflicers learned from him 
that the Daltons were only one and one-half 
hours ahead of them. 

The officers foliowed the trail all that 
day. and the next day they found where 
the boys had stolon two horses on Cimmaron 
River. From there they traced the boys to 
the house of a notorlous character named 
Six Shooter Jack, whois wanted for kill- 
ing a telegraph operator named Smith at 
Warthon on the Santa Fé road. That 
night at 10 o’clock the officers secreted 
themselves near Jack's house and watched 
until daylight. They were in the bushes 
only fifty yardsfrom the house and had a 
full view of the house, but the boys mau- 
aged to get out and make their escape. 

The officers learned afterward that a man 
named Johnson, who is a friend of the 
boys, saw them pass the settlement and 
warned them. 

Three days later they robbed a train at 
Warthon, I. T., and three days «after that 
the officers again got on their trail and were 
only six hours behind them, They kept 
the trail fer thirty hours and then lost it, as 
the boys took toa main road that is trav- 
eled to a great extent. 

The officers then looked np the Daltons’ 
brother-ti-law, and got three indictments 
against him for interfering with United 
States officers. 

The Dalton boys are well known in In- 
din Territory, where for years they served 
as United States Deputy Marshals. During 
their official career they stole so many 
horses that they had to le:ve the country 
and came to California, settling in Tulare 
county.

‘The public is deceived about 
their quality by what it reads in their news- 
paper adve ts. In the effort to gain 
a io thold in this market, unscrupulous 
manufacturers of these cheaoly-made, luw- 
grade baking powders have indulged in ex- 
Wavecant statements, bath with reference 
to thelr own and other brands, clalming the 


most indorsements for~ their 
goods denouncing otber brands best 
«ae longest used upon the Pacific 
have gone so far as to 


quete and t the Goverument re- 
ports, and to actualiy forge figures to 


show their th, so that the Secretary of 
Agriculture, u whose direction the offi- 
ciai baking powder tests were made, bas 


deemed it his duty to expose gnd denounce 


them. 

Health Officer Dr. McGowan of Los An- 
geles has made, during the last few weeks, 
a tho u study of the baking powders 
sold iu this section of California, including 
the new ones that are being pushed by in- 


reputable brands. 
There are so many d king powders in the 
market, the use of which is certain detri- 
ment to the heaith of the consumer, that 
this action of Dr. McGowan in giving the pub- 
lic reliable and authoritative information as 
to the brands that are both economical and 
wholesome, is most timely and valuable. A 
portion of his report is as tollows:

65,000,000 in those East India states 


that are under feudatory rule subject 
to British influence, with British pro- 


tection. The peasants in some of the 
congested districts are seeking new 
homes in regions where the population 
is less dense than it is in the provinces 
of Bengal and Oudt. Mr. Gibson says 
that in the single province of Bengal, 
which has an area only one-twenty- 
third as large as that of the United 
States, the population is 9,000,000 more 
than that of the American Republic, 
though Bengal is almost wholly agri- 
cultural, and has scarcely any large 
manufacturing centers.

WORLD’S FAIR ATTRACTIONS. 


The activity in World’s Fair matters 
increases from day to day. The pro- 
gramme is branching out so widely 
that it is difficult to see how it can all 
be put through. 1 

One of the interesting features of 
the exhibit which will be made by the 
Interior Department of the Govern- 
ment will be that relating to the 
American Indians. One of the officials 
of that department, in speaking of the 
matter, said: We will have Sioux and 
Pueblos on the ground in their peculiar 
wigwams, making all the articles of 
merchandise that they now make. The 
Zunis, who are classed with the Pa- 
eblos, will make blankets, stone bottles 
and a peculiar kind of pottery, while 
the Navajos will weave biankets so 
firm that they will hold water. The 
peculiar buts of the Pueblos, which 
are entered from the roof, will also be 
shown.“ 

Chief Collins, of the fish and flsh - 
eries department, delivered an address 
in Washington recently before the Na- 
tional Fisheries Association, in which 
he said: ‘Fisheries will receive more 
consideration at the World’s Colum- 
bian Exposition than bas ever been 
accorded them elsewhere under simi- 
lar circumstances. Heretofore there 
bas never been an adequate and suita- 
ble provision made at any exposition 
in this country fora fishing exhibit.’’ 
Chief Collins heartily approves the 
plans that have been made, and says 
the United States Fish Commission 
will make a complete exhibit of the 
fishery resources of this country. Dr. 
James A. Henshall, of the Ohio Fish 
Commission, will have charge of that 
part of the World's Fair fish and fish- 
eries exhibit which relates to fishing- 
tackle. Dr. Henshall is a famous fish- 
erman and promises that visitors will 
see the finest display of angling appli- 
ances ever collected. 

An internationa! exposition regatta 
is tatked of as one of the attractions of 
the World’s Fair. Itis believed that 
the great oarsmen of the world can 
easily be induced to participate in such 
an event, and negotiations to that end 
have already been begun by interested 
parties. 


'PAUPERISM IN AMERICA, 


We recently referred to the startling 
statistics given in the census of the 
growth of pauperism in the United 
States. A further light is thrown on 
this important question ina paper by 
Prof. Richard T. Ely of Johns “opkius 
University, in the North American 
Review. bs 

Prof. Ely repeats the statement made 
by the census bureau—a statement for 
which it appears Mr. Charies D. Kel- 
logg. the secretary of the New Tork 
Charity Organization Society, is re- 
sponsible—that 3,000,000 of people in 
the United States were wholly or par- 
tially supported by alms during a re- 
cent year,and that the support re- 
ceived by this number was eguai to the 
total support of half a million paupers 
during the entire year. There are 
about 15,000,000 families in the United 
States. It does seem incredible that 
one person for each five of these families 
should have figured as a pauper during 
a single year. Again, it is said 
that, in 1876, over 10 per cent. 
of the people of Buffalo received 
alms. This does not include 
the receipts of other than city alms. 
An experienced worker among the de- 
pendent and delinquent classes in New 
York estimated five years ago that 
there were 220,000 alms-receivers in 
that city. The direct pauper expendi- 
tures of the United States may, it is 
said, be placed at $25,000,000 at least. 
The total direct and indirect pecuniary 
loss to the country on account of 
pauperism cannot be placed at less 
than $100,000,000. The money loss is, 
however, the smallest loss. 

In view of these figures, what hav 
we to boast of over Europe? Three 
millions of paupers would comprise 5 
per cent. of the population. In Eu- 

Whose 


ulatioa consisted of paupers in 1863, 
As to the causes of pauperism, Prof. 
Eiy says the most general statement 
possibleis that the causes of poverty 
are heredity and environment, produc- 
ing weak physical and mental consti- 
tutions. According to all careful in- 
vestigations, intemperance plays a 
minor role in the causes of pauperism, 
the returns under this head depending 
largely upon the prejudices of the per- 
son making the investization. In Buf- 
falo 11 per cent., and in London 13 per 
cent. of the cases of pauperism have 


| been traced to this cause. One Prus- 


sian table credits intemperance with 
less than 2 per cent. 

As to remedies, Prof. Ely says the 
first is to break up pauper and 
criminal bands 
children from the poisgnous at- 
mosphere. Miscellaneous alms-giv- 
ing has been a social curse, produciag 
the very evil which we want to cure. 
Every time that money is given on the 
street to a beggar, without inquiry, 
harm is done. The effort to cure the 
worst evils of the slums by technical 
religious means—preaching, tracts and 
prayer meetings—is also warned 
against. Rev. Hugh Price Hughes, 
the well-known Methodist minister of 
London, says: 
much experience of evangelistic work 
as any man in this country, and I have 
never been able to bring anyone who 
was actually starving to Christ.“ Gen. 
Booth gives testimony to the same ef- 
fect. Among means of relief recom- 
mended are the discouragement of 
early and thoughtless marriages; a 
further development of charity organ- 
ization work and friendly societies. 
The chief agency of reform myst, how- 
ever, Prof. Ely believes, be sought in

MAXWELL’S' DEFEAT, 


The local board of control of the 
World’s Fair, after indorsing the moral 
character and business qualifications 
of Walter S. Maxwell, proceeded to 
reject his nomination by a vote of 25 
to 8. one over two-thirds. As the 
moral character or business qualitica- 
tions of Mr. Maxwell have not been 
assailed by any of those opposing his 
confirmation, this action of the direct- 
ors seems a little strange, The opposi- 
tion to Mr. Maxwell was based en- 
tirely upon the belief that he does not 
possess the qualificrtions necessary to 
a proper discharge of the duties of the 
office. 

The people of the United States are 
largely indebted to William H. Mills 
of San Francisco for the result in this 
contest, Mr. de Young, having asked 
the appointment as a compliment to. 
Southern California (at the request of 
Mr, Forsythe,) felt bound to stand by 
his action, and did so to the end. The 
people of California appreciate his 
good intentions, and respect his con- 
sistency, but they rejoice at his defeat.

An Inman Steamer Takes 
Fire in Mid-ocean. 


Everything Made Ready to Take the 
Passengers off in Boats, 


The Crew Fight the Flames and 
.. Prevent Their Spread. 


Another Vessel Convoysthe Burning 


Steamer Safely into Queens- 


Wonderful Courage 
ot the Passengers. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
QUEENSTOWN. June 14.—[By Cable 
and Associated Press.] The steamer 


. 'Bervia which left New York June 6 


arrived today. The captain reports 
‘that at midnight on Thursday last he 
sighted the Inman Line steamer City 
ot Richmond, from New York June 38. 
bound for this port and Liverpool. 


‘The latter vessel was flying signals of 
distress, and the Servia bore down to 
her to offer assistance. Capt. Redford 
of the City of Richmond reported his 


cargo on fire and the Servia stood by 


and steamed slowly by the side of the 
City of Richmond until Browhead was 
sighted. 

Capt Redford reported that on Tues- 
day at midnighta lady cabin passen- 
ger, upon getting out of her berth, no- 
ticed that the fluor of her stateroom 
was very hot. She immediately gave 
an alarm and the examination was 
quickly made. This resulted in the 
discovery that smoke was issuing from 
the forehold, and the smell indicated 
that the cotton in the hold, of which 
the vessel carried 2000 bales, was on 
fire. 

In less than three minutes all the 
passengers, including those in the 
steerage, were on deck. Most of them 
hurriedly left their bertiis and rushed 
on deck, scantily attired, Large vol- 
umes of water were poured down upon 
the burning cotton, but with small 
effect, and until the steam fire annibi- 
lators were used, no diminuation of 
the tire was vielble. | 

While the captain and engineers 
were trying to get the fire under con- 
trol, another scene presented itself on 
the deck under the eyes of the anx- 
ious, but well-behaved, crowd of pas- 
sengers. Her provisions, of all sorts. 
were being carried by the stewards to 
the sbip’s boats, in view of the possi- 
ble necessity of abandoning the ves- 
sel. Throughout the period of alarm 
a gale was biowing, and the ship rolled 
beavily. During the dark hours of 
suspense tie mass of passengers was 
peifecily calm, most of them making 
preparations to leave the shin. 

Until daylight on Wednesday the 
extent of the fire was not kuuwn, 80 
dense was the smoke enveloping the 
decks. The sea, too, became so heavy 
thai it would have been almost impos- 
sible for the passengers and crew to 
have put off in the boats if such course. 
had been deemed uccessary. Soon 


after daylight, however, the captain 


wus able to assure the people that 
there was no immediate danger. But 
although ghe fire had been checked it 
remgiued smouldering iu the muss of 
cotton aud might break into flames at 
any moment. It was impossible to 


discover the extent, owing to the fact

After an interchange of signals she 
agreed to remain alongside the dis- 
tressed steamer. ‘hrougbout Wednes- 
day the crew continued to pour water 
nud steam upon tue burning cotton, 
Iu the evening an attempt was made 
to reach the hold for tbe purpose of 
discovering, if possible, the extent of 
the fire. Four smoldering bales were 
*aken out of the hold, when it was 
f und imperative to shut up every- 
vuing in order to exclude the air. All 
of Thursday the situation continued 
muchthesame. There were occasional 
outbursts of dense smoke from the 
hold, but no flames were visible. 
There was a heavy searunuing all day. 
Toward midnight the Servia bore down 
toward the two vessels, and agreed to 


stay by the City of Richmond. 


The latter and the Servia then went 
ahead at full speed, leaving the Coun- 
sellor astern. On Friday tne fire ap- 
peared to shift from time to time to 
different parts of the hold, but seemed 
to be lessening in intensity. On Sat- 
urday DO Smoke was visible, and it was 
supposed the fire was out. A number 
of cabin passengers were forced to 

andon their cabins in consequence 
of the fire, and had not changed their 
clothes fortour days. The origin of 
the fire is supposed to have been spon- 
taneous combustion. 

The scene on deck after the discov- 
ery of the fire was remarkable. Many 
groups of women were praying fer- 
vently and crying. Tuere were 140 
barrels of oil stowed close to the burn- 
ing cotton. Luckily, the flames did 
not communicate to the oil. It is be- 
lieved the fire was completely subdued 
before the City of Richmond reached 
Queenstown. The vessel has pro- 
ceeded to Liverpool and is declared to 
be all right. 

A passenger says: It was a fearful 
night. Tue wind was screeching 
through the rigging and the seus were 
washing over the decks. There was 
little hope of safety in case it should 
become necessary to take to the boats. 
Tue suspense was terrible, but all bore 
up splendidly. The intermediate and 
steerage passengers were comfortably 
installed in the saloon away from the 
smoke and fumes coming from the 
burning cotton.“

F. J. Wells, an expert swimmer, took the 

part of the big fish Mr. Wells wore a 
leather harness about his head, and the 
line was fastened to an eyelet at the top of 
his head. He was to: take his position at 
any part of the large swimming tank, 
which is 75. feet. long by 20 feet wide, and 
when time was called the angler was to en- 

deavor to reel him within reach of a 6 foot 
gaff, held by an assistant. If the gaff 
touched any part of the swimmer’s body 
within thirty minutes he lost the contest. 
The swimmer was not allowed to touch the 
line with his hands or te foul it with his 
arms or legs; neither was he permitted to 
touch the sides or bottom of the tank. 
About 300 members ol the club witnessed 
the trial, and the result was a complete 
victory for the man fish. Again andagain 
did the angler reel bint in“ as far as the 
middle of the tank, and. as often did he de- 
feat theswimmer’s attempt to break the 
line by suddenly darting away when it 
was slack. At length the line snapped in 
two. Time, 28 minutes. It was the regu- 
lation tarpon rod. : 

A good sized tarpon, Mr. Wells says, will 
weigh upward of 100 pounds, and can gen- 
erally be landed by an expert fisherman in 
from fifteen minutes to an hour, but the 
fish will waste his strength in wild en- 
deavors to escape, and is crazed with pain 
and fright, while a cool headed man will 
utilize every ounce of force, and will meet 
the skill ofthe fisherman with an equal 
amount of sagacity and nerve. 185

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AFFAIRS IN CHILE. 


American Interests on the 
South Coast. 


PRESENT STATUS OF THE WAR 
The Chilean Motto Por Razon de 
Fuerza”’—Awalting Completion 
of Warships—Great Anglo- 
American Enterprise. 


SANTIAGO DE CHILE, May 6.—[Spe- 
cial Correspondence of ‘Tue Times.} 
There js almost no news to communi- 
cate regarding the war in this unhappy 
country, because during some weeks 
past nothing of account has been ac- 
complisbed by either side. The Presi- 
dent is awaiting the completion of 
some warships, which are being built 
in France, to carry on the conflict by 
sea, Meantime remaining merely on 
the défensive; while the rebels, resting 
on the questionable laurels already 
‘won, are striving, by hook or by 
crook,” to secure more arms and am- 
munition, for want of which they are 
greatly hampered in their work of de- 
struction, 

Happily—as all lovers of law and 
order will agree—the federal govern- 
ment has yet very much the best of the 
situation. The greater portion of the 
country, including all the territory be- 
tween the desert of Atacama and the 
Btrait of Magellan, remains loyal to 
Balmaceda; while the revolters have 
possession only of those northern 

rovinces recentiy wrested from Peru, 

olding them por razon de fuerza”’ 
(“by right of force,” the character- 
istic motto that is stamped on the sil- 
ver dollar of Chile,) from having bom- 
barded into subjection the cities of 
that section and massacred all the op- 
posing inhabitants. 

There is nothing heroic about this 
“unholy confliet on the part of the reb- 
els, since no questions of principle or 
national honor ure at stake, the motive 
being merely personal aggrandizewent 
and the vicious determination of a po- 
litical faction to rule or ruin. The dis- 
turbers of the country’s peace, who do 
not deserve to be dignified by the name 
of revolutionists, called it war“ when 
they wantonly devastated prosperous 


“cities, murdered unoffending men, wo- 


men and children by thousands, cut the 
throats of wounded soldiers, aud butch- 
ered every officer of the goverument 
forces who fell into their hands, but im- 
partial history will commemorate their 
deeds by a tess honorable name. The 
insurgents began the shooting of cap- 
tured officers; and latterly the govern- 
ment has retaliated by serving in the 
same manner the few rebel comman- 
ders that have been taken prisoners. 
There is some show of justice in the 
latter preceeding, especially in the 
case of those who, while in the pay of 
the government, turned traitor and 
misused their position as the means of 
working greater harm. 


far above the reach of the poor. 


— — 


—an officer in whom Balmaceda re- 
posed entire confidence —and who, 
while in command at Atacama, be- 
trayed that important post into the 
hands of the enemy. 

Balmaceda’s army numbers about 
forty-tive thousand men, including the 
militia, and although many of the so- 
calied aristocrats are in league with 
the belligerents, the ‘‘bone and sinew”’ 
of the countfy—the middle and labor- 
ing classes which comprise the most 
usefui part of the population—remain 
faithful to the constitutional govern- 
ment. As a rule, the Chilean aristoc- 


racy are as arrogant, hot-blooded and 


unstable a set of people as can easily 
be found, possessing more van- 
ity and pride than good grounds for 
the same, and whose riches were in- 
herited, as well as the tendency to 
treachery and rebellion, which seems 
to belong to a _ preponderance of 
Spanish biood. 

The rebel troops do not number more 
than six thousand, and their leaders 
have not arms and ammunition enough 
on hand to properly equip so many, 
though means both fair and foul are 
being energetically employed to gain 
fresh supplies. It is stated on good 
authority that emissaries have been 
dispatched to various countries with 
instructions to buy, beg, borrow or 
steal if need be, munitions wherewith 
to continue this hopeless struggle but 
to carry out their instructions will 
doubtiess prove a difficult matter, con- 
sidering the unwritten code of honor 
that exists between civilized lands, in 
addition to the neutrality laws. 

The Chilean insurgents have set up 
what is practically a new government 
in the northern proviuces, in opposition 
to that of Balmaceda, and have taken 
for their capital what remains of con- 
quered Iquique. The business portion 


ot that once prosperous city was com- 


letely destroyed in the recent battles, 
but a few streets escaped serious dam- 
age. Provisions are now coming in, so 
that the horrors of threatened starva- 
tion are abating, though all but the 
barest necessaries of life still remain 
The 
railway, too, which was entirely torn 
up, has been again put into working 


order. 


By the way, who ever heard of util- 
izing locomotives and trains as batter- 
ing rams and engines of war? At this 
point, when the ammunition of the 
rebels ran low, they adepted the 
shrewd scheme of making up a lon 
line of care, crowding on a full head of 


steam, and then—leaping off in time 


to save their own precious heads—let 
the locomotive run away“ and go 


crashing into the government train on 


the track abead, with which they had 
been fighting. Rather expensive war- 
are, both as regards life and property, 
ut for the moment effective. The 
railroad was an important factor in 
the battles of this section. Both 
armies used it whenever they could, 
making anew sort of men-of-war on 
land by mounting fleld and Gatling 
guns on flat cars and fighting as long 
as possible from the train. 

Having secured control of all the 
ports from which nitrate of soda is 
shipped, the revels do not lack for 
funds, asthe export duties on that 
valuable commodity are not less than 
$10,000,000 per annum. Of course 
the public treasury is sadly crippled by 
the loss of this sum; but there is still 
a considerable revenue from the cus- 
tom-houses at Valparaiso and Talca- 
huano, and Balmaceda has met the 
present emergency by issuing. paper 
money to the amount of $12,000,000, 
which is received by the people and 
used topay the army. The regular 
currency of. Chile: consists of notes 
laue and guaranteed by the govern- 
ment. When the war began these 
motes were worth only about 50 cents 
on tie dollar, and have now dropped to 
.28 cents. 

A recent dispatch—which, it is need- 
leas to say, Was of rebel origin—has 
gone abroad to the world stating that 

any leading families have been 
forsed t6 leave Santiago and go into

the dictator, Balmaceda.’’. Does any 
asonable person suppose that the 


arassed and hard-pushed President | 


is going out of his way in these trying 
times, 
numerous, to ‘tpersecute’’ respectable 
citizens? The truth is that Baimaceda 
discovered among hig closest assoc:- 
ates in the heart of the capital, a num- 
ber of families, called eading“ be- 
cause of the official positions 
which he himself had bestowed 
upon them,—who were secretly abet- 
ting the rebellion while publicly 
enjoying the pay and emoluments 
of the federal government. What 
course would any ruler in similar cases 
have taken with such double-dyed 
traitors? The “persecution” has con- 
sisted in their being allowed to leave 
the country unbarmed, instead of be- 
ing imprisoned as they deserve, that 
they may disseminate evil reports 
about the too lenient Baimaceda. 
Another allegation against the Presi- 
dent, which is being copied from news- 
paper to newspaper as though it were 
acrime,is that Balmaceda has can- 
celled the commissions of those officers 
of the army and navy who arrayed 
themselves against the government, 
and that he has promoted soldiers who 
have resisted the bribes of the opposi- 
tion and remained loyal—as if any 
sane ruler would not do the same! 
Regarding that notably indiscreet 
young man, the Hon. Richard Trum- 
bell, who has lately gotten himself 
some unpleasant publicity in the 
United States in connection with 
smuggling arms from that Republic to 
the Chilean rebels—his friends say 
that it is precisely what migbt have 
been expected, considering the previ- 
ious career of that hot-headed youth. 
He is by no means a prominent figure 
bere in any sense, except for the duels 
and quarrels he generally bas on band; 
but being a new deputy in the Chilean 
Congress, with bis usual impetuosity, 
is identified. beart and soul, with the 
rebellion. He is a good-looking bach- 
elor, something of a society swell in 
Santiago, and, though the son of a 
United States clergyman, was boro in 
this county, and is himself a thor- 
Chilean. 
he most absurd statement I have 
seen in print is to the effect that this 
extremely un- civil“ war was incu- 
bated and is being fostered by two 
rival foreign mercantile firms in Chile 
—the Graces from New York and the 
Flints from England. I can assure 
my readers that, thougb foreign mer- 
chants with plenty of plack and capital 
may prosper here under favorable con- 
ditions, they are by no means so popu- 
lar these naturally jealous 
Chileans as to be able to brew such 
serious trouble among them—not to 
mention the fact that nothing vould be 
more detrimental to the financial 


when friends are none too.

United States is directly interested in 


| all this, because she will doubtless con- 


tinue to furnish a considerable portion 
of Peru’s railway and mining appli- 
ances, which has been estimated to 
amount to not less than $80,000,000 per 
annum. 

The late Henry Meiggs, from Call- 
fornia, had contracts with the Peruvian 
government for building seven rail- 
ways, which amounted to $133,000,000, 
and he lived to see five of them com- 
pleted. The rolling stock in them all 
came from the United States. The 
cars (worth $5500 each when delivered) 
were furnished by Messers. Gilbert, 
Bush & Company, of Troy, N. V. ‘he 
locomotives (mostly Rogers) came from 
Paterson, N. J., and cost, when ar- 
rived, from 825.000 to $30,000 each. 
The ties came from Oregon, the rails 
from England, the diamond-drills 
from Chicago, worked by Rand 
Warring’s compressor, and the sta- 
tionary machinery from Leeds. The 
laborers were Cholos, Chilians and 
Chinese. The shovels they used were 
Ames, and even their food and iuel 
had to be. mostly imported. The shops 
and station-houses generally are con- 
structed of Evglish galvanized iron, 
and the iron water-tanks are ‘‘Pills’s 
patent,”’ 
Peruvians seem to have a mania for 
railroad-builditig, for that impover- 
ished country has already invested in 
railways a trifle over $140,000.000—a 
very large suin for only 3,000,000 of 
people; about. $47 for every man, 
woman and baby in the republic, 
reckoning her population according to 
the last census, which counted only 
the males with reference to a poll-tax 
and guessed at the rest.

*“Grace-Donoughmore “railroad con- 
tract“ of Peru is a gigantic scheme, 
involving many millions of dollars; 
and when Chile, (until now the most 
prosperous of South American coun- 
tries,) is in trouble, Peru suffers in 
consequence, because her commerce 
depends largely upon her southern 
neighbor, although the two republics, 
so lately at war with one another, are 
not at heart the most affectionate 
friends. 

To understand more clearly why 
Chile’s financial status so nearly con- 
cerns Peru, it must be remembered 
that, under the treaty of Ancon, which 
followed the war tween the two 
countries (ended in 188)—a large ex- 
tent of Peruvian territory was ceded 
to Chile, until the year 1893, when fit 
is to be determined by popular vote 
whether the debatable land shall re- 
vert to Peru or remain permanently in 
Chile’s possession—the latter country 
being pledged to pay to Peru in the 
meantime 50 per cent of the profit 
derived from the stolen guano beds. 


It may be hinted, en passant, 
that if Chile fears a minority 
on ber side, when it comes 


tothe test. two years hence, she will 
doubtless import votes enough to con- 
trol an election of such vital impor- 
tance to her exchequer. She will have 
the advantage ef the government ma- 
chine”’ alieady established on the spot, 
and can afford to spend millions of 
pesos rather than lose the province that 
yields nearly all the saltpeter and 
sodine used inthe world. Poor Peru 
has no surplus cash to squander. That 
disastrous conflict which was not of her 
own seeking, destroyed half of her 
army, all the railways and most of the 
towns south of Lima, took away her 
chief source of revenue, and left her 
overwhelmingly burdened with debt. 
Although a digression from the topic 


in hand, perhaps a few words concern- 


ing that tamous Grace-Donoughmore 
contract may not be amiss, since it is 
by all odds the greatest Anglo-Ameri- 
can enterprise ever undertaken on this 
continent. The prinsipels are the well 
known New York banker, Mr. W. R. 
Grace, and Lord Donoughmore of 
London, backed by a powerful syndi- 
cate, and through their means Peru is 
afforded an 9 to emerge from 
the period of deadly depression that 
toliowed her four years’ conflict with 
Chile, and her subsequent civil war. 
She rids herself of the huge national 
debt which those wars occasioned, 
amounting to some $260,000,000, by 
ceding all her government railways to 
the holders of the bonds, together with 
ali the guano deposits that were origin- 
ally pledged as security for the loan, 
but had been seized by Chile. 

Tue terms of the contract are briefly 
as follows: ‘The holders of the 
country’s bonds surrender them for 
cancellation, (they were worth barely 
five cents on the dollar,] pay down 
£50,000 sterling and £40,000 afterward, 
in payments of £10,000 per month; 
and in consideration thereof the bond- 
holders receive all the government 
railroads of Peru ona lease of sixty- 
six years. 

Chile has an important pers in it 
also. She agreed to liquidate her 
share of the account by yielding to said 
bondbolders all the guano on four 
islands, and for eight years that of 
Tarapoca also, reserving only what is 
needed for her own agriculture, but 
none for export; and at the end of 
eight years Tarapoca to revert to 
Chile. Sue also promised to pay 8 per 
cent, of the net profit on all the guano 
she bad exported during the eight 
years since she seized it, up to the date 
of the contract; and to pay 380 per cent. 
of all future sales until the account is 
squared. Chile estimates this at 
22.250.000; —and bow far the present 
revolution will interfere with this ar- 
rangement remains to be seen. x

Side 
by side grow loquats, oranges, al- 
monds, apricots, peaches, pears, prunes 
and plums; here are rows upon ragys of

marked exactness and separated by 
tiny irriguting ditches; not far off are 
blackberry bushes, each one bear- 
ing hbundreds of berries. It 
would be hard to make -an East- 
erner believe that on the same 
bush three crops of berries are matur- 
ing at the same time, a portion ot 
the fruit being almost ripe, another 

ftion quite green, while numerous 

lossoms tell of a crop that will follow 
still later. Such, however, is the vase. 
Seeing is believing. Then there are 
currant bushes and raspberry bushes, 
the black variety of the latter flourish- 
ing as well as the red, altbougn it das 
long been claimed that it is impossible 
to grow black raspberries here. 

A portion of the rancn is set out to 
alfaifa. Mr. Clark garners in about 
six crops of the alfalfa a year, and the 
ficiu also serves us a Chicken corral, 
where a hundred or more fowls cackie 
gs.

hus been said of the failure of the 
Mr. Clarke’s prune trees 


other five acres adjoins the ranch on 


the northwest, also owned by Mr.

Tne resources of the ranch have only 
been hinted at. On it you can find 
corn and all manner of vegetables, and 
several varieties of fruit, such ascitrons 
and the like, not betore mentioned. 

A visit to the ranch is both interest- 
ing and instructive. It serves to show 
what wonders can be accomplished 
here if the people only do a reasonable

„Can 1 buy drinks with these?” laugh- 
ingly asked a well-known citizen of Fresno 
in the Palace Hotel yesterday, as he laid 
down two first-class railroad tickets from 
Fresno to San Francisco, says the Chron- 
icle, 

“I can go you one better,” said a stranger, 
who proved to be a Bakersfield merchant, as 
he deposited on the baraticket from Ba- 
kersfield to this city. 

Naturally the question was asked how 
they happened to have the tickets after hav- 
ing enjoyed the ride which they called for, 
and the Fresno man, an ex-railroad em- 
ployé, explained: 

“You see,” said he, the railroad folks 
came tothe conclusion a few weeks ago 
that the conductors of their passenger 
trains were making too much moneyrand 
so they put on what are now called train 
agents. These train agents were before 
promotion brakemen, clerks in the gen- 
eral offices or at the stations along the road, 
or Daggagemen, persons without the slight- 
est training or experience, aud I tell you, 
and I speak with persofial experience, that 
in no position on earth does a man need to 
be sothoroughly acquainted with -all the 
ins and outs of his business, upto all the 
‘tricks of the trade,’ as it were, as a passen- 
ger conductor, for there is sores somebody 
trying to get the best of him. he funniest 
thing about itis that in putting on these 
train agents the company protects itself no 
better than when the conductors were on, 
because they have no check on the train 
agents, But that is none of my business, 
and 1 presume the Southern Pacific,like tne 
railroads of the Kast, will find the scheme 
in time unprofitable.
